“ To that I might add,” of­ 
fered Olaf Johnson, “ that in the 
event a replacement is needed 
temporarily (by the health offi­ 
cer) that he be perm itted, with­ 
in his own salary, to get a 
replacement while he’s gone.”

Governor’s Property 
Tax Cut Threatened

SACRAMENTO (AP) —With 
precious legislative time ebbing 
away, Gov. Reagan’s pet plan 
for $155 million in property tax 
cuts has crashed into a stone 
wall in the Senate - possibly 
fatally.

Interest Rates On 
Home Loans Rose 
Sharply In June 


WASHINGTON (AP) — Inter­ 
est rates on conventional home 
loans rose sharply during June, 
climbing to almost 7 per cent 
for the first time in history. 
The Federal Home Loan Bank 
Board said today the average 
interest rate on conventional 
loans for new houses jumped to 
6.88 per cent during June while 
the rate on existing houses went 
to 6.97 per cent. 
The board blamed both the 
tight credit conditions in the 
economy and recent increases 
in the ceilings fixed by states 
on maximum interest charges. 
June marked the fifth straight 
monthly rise in the conventional 
rate for new houses. The rate 
(Hi existing houses has risen 
every month for the last year. 
In the 18 major metropolitan 
areas included in the Board’s 
survey, the rates on new homes 
ranged from 6.18 per cent in 
New York City to 7.42 per cent 
in Dallas. 
Rates were above 7 per cent 
for new houses in 10 of the 18 
areas. 
The National Association of 
Home Builders, which made its 
own survey several weeks ago, 
said there are signs of interest 
rates leveling off at their June 
records. 
The federal survey does not 
include interest rates on home 
loans insured by the Federal 
Housing 
Administration 
or 
guaranteed by the Veterans Ad­ 
ministration which 
are now 
fixed by regulation at 6.75 per 
cent.

Daily News Policy Has Not Changed 


More people read the Dally News Letters to the Editor Column 
than any other feature in this newspaper. 
A comprehensive 
survey taken about six months ago revealed that readership 
of letters surpassed Ann Landers* readership by 28 per cent—and 
Ann's is the best read advice column in print. 


In today’s "Letters'* one reader criticizes us for printing a 
letter last week in which the name was withheld and the signa­ 
ture, "Another Republican" was used. 


We get one or two letters every week without the signature of 
the writer. 
Our policy has been, and is yet, to toss them in the 
waste basket. 
They are in die same class as an anonymous 
phone call. Until the person Identifies himself, you are wasting 
your time talking to him. 


"Another Republican's" letter was signed by the writer. We 
know who wrote it, and his confidence will be respected. This 
does not mean that we will necessarily print all letters with a 
pseudonym when asked to do so. 
Letters are more effective if 
they carry die name of the writer. Often he can then be recog­ 
nized by many readers as a person who has a unique background 
in the subject to which he is addressing himself. That adds power 
to his message. 


In the letter of "Another Republican," the writer revealed 
that he had at one time, long ago, been a member of the Com­ 
munist Party. 
It's pretty hard for probably over 90 per cent of 
us average Americans to understand how anyone could have ever 
swallowed the vicious communist teachings. 
But we are forced 
to admit that there are undoubtedly thousands of former members 
of the Communist party who have long ago made amends and 
have established themselves solidly as dedicated Americans. 
Just as there are many former members of the Ku Klux Klan 
who have become reasonable members of the great body of Amer­ 
icans who now work for an equal break for the minority groups. 


It is easy enough for one writer to criticize another because of 
a lack of courage. But, like discussing someone else's health or 
personal problems, we just don't know all of the circumstances 
about the other guy. 


A majority of newspapers will run letters with a nom de 
plume. . . . if the newspaper knows the identity of the writer. 
There are two reasons. First) There are many circumstances 
in which the writer of a letter fears his job may be in Jeopardy 
if he reveals certain facts above his signature in the local press. 
Second) 
The letter will usually be run if it makes a genuine 
contribution. 
What the writer says is of utmost importance. 


We have many regular contributors to our Letters Column. 
Some get on a subject and ride it into the ground and that is 
one of the reasons why we do not publish every letter we get. 
If a person has had his say on a subject a couple of times, it's 
enough, unless he can come up with some new ideas. 


Many letters require a lot of work before they can be used. 
F irst, the writer's signature, written in his own hand, not printed 
or typed, must be signed. If it's like many of us write, it should 
be printed as well. 
His address and phone number should be 
included so we can check the letter's authenticity. 


Many letters contain gross errors of fact and of course we can 
not check out every fact. If a letter is simply aimed at denouncing 
an individual, reciting hearsay, using vulgar and distasteful 
term s, we are going to modify it or discard it. 


It is a misdemeanor to sign another person's name to a letter 
to an editor. 


Our readers may be interested in an incident which happened 
In our recent Students* Letter To The Editor Contest. 


We had gotten several dozens of letters and had published 
perhaps a score when one was received that was highly criti­ 
cal generally of those who had entered the contest. It stood out 
as a sour-grapes letter. Why it was written, we couldn't imagine, 
but it was a certainty that if it was published the writer would 
lose face with hundreds of his fellow students. We laid it aside. 


In the next day's mail we got another letter from the same stu­ 
dent asking that the letter "please not be published.” He admit­ 
ted to having been a sorehead. . . and we were delighted that our 
judgment had saved him some very hard knocks. 


Yes, we will print an occasional letter without the correct 
signature, if the writer has an obviously good reason. Unsigned 
letters will not even by read.

I am an anthropologist and for 
several years have done re ­ 
search among Cherokee Indians 
in Oklahoma. 
From Indians 
living here, I have heard tales 
of Cherokee Indians who emi­ 
grated to California as early as 
1849. 
On arrival, I am told, 
whole families 
and groups of 
Cherokees settled and lived to­ 
gether for many years. 
P er­ 
haps these communities still 
exist. 
I have heard that Cher­ 
okees settled together some­ 
where In Trinity County, also 
on the coast of Oregon near the 
California border, and I have 
been told that as late as the 
1940's a large Cherokee fam­ 
ily reunion took place each 
summer somewhere near Oro- 
ville, exactly where I do not 
know. 
There are records that show 
that from 1849 on through the 
1850's, many Cherokees did join 
companies of prospectors head­ 
ed for the California gold fields. 
I have never been able to find 
Information 
on 
where these 
Cherokees settled, or on what 
happened to them. 
To complete a PhD disserta­ 
tion, I would very much like to 
correspond with anyone who 
knows of a place in California 
where sizable numbers of Cher­ 
okee Indians used to live long 
ago, or still live today.

would particularly like to hear 
from anyone who is a descen­ 
dant of people who emigrated 
from the Cherokee Nation BE­ 
FORE 1907. 
I would consider It a great 
favor if you would publish this 
letter and if readers would 
write to me.

growers, in the Los Molinos 
High School auditorium tonight. 
Every prime grower in this 
district is urged to attend this 
meeting which will be of utmost 
importance to the prune indus­ 
try. 
The Red Cross Water Safety 
campaign got off to a flying 
start on the opening day yes­ 
terday, according to John Jeff­ 
ry, instructor in charge. The 
following number appeared for 
the first course of lessons, and 
additional members are expect­ 
ed throughout the week: 
non- 
swimmers, 46; beginners, 50; 
swimmers, 28; junior and sen­ 
ior lifesavers, 10. 
The 
Tehama 
County 
Fruit 
Growers Association met last 
night in the basement of the 
federal building to discuss fresh 
peach markets and the federal 
government’s proposed dried 
peach plan. 
A census of growers indicated 
that between 100 and 150 car* 
of Elberta peaches will be sold 
in the Red Bluff shipping area 
this season. Attempts will be 
made to sell either to the can­ 
nery or to shipping fruit buyers.

However, public opinion in 
Czechoslovakia 
is 
running 
strong and there are signs paint, 
ed on the walls of Prague in 
English, reading "Russkis go 
home.” 
To understand the delicate, 
potentially dangerous situation 
in Eastern Europe you have to 
know the countries involved. 
This writer has visited these 
countries, dating back to 1919 
when, immediately after World 
War I, I spent two years in 
Yugoslavia doing relief work 
for the American Friends Ser­ 
vice Committee. 
In recent years I have revisit­ 
ed Romania, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, and taken 
many trips to Yugoslavia. They 
are countries with deep-rooted 
culture and a nationalist history 
dating back over a thousand 
years, proud of that culture and 
history. 
They are individual­ 
ists. 
But they are so small 
that they cannot exist alone. 
They need the cooperation and 
protection of their big neighbor 
in Moscow 
just as Central 
America needs the cooperation 
and protection of its big neigh­ 
bor in Washington. 
Actually the Red Army has 
been ¿ great economic boon to 
these East European countries, 
for it gives them protection 
without draining their budgets. 
Their situation is similar to 
that in the United States if we 
could transfer the $70 billion 
we spend for defense and use 
it on education, slum clearance, 
and our big cities instead. 
This is what has happened in 
Eastern Europe. 
In return for the protection 
of the Red Army, however, 
Moscow has demanded unswerv­ 
ing loyalty to the communist 
system. 
And with the excep-

tion of the Yugoslavs, who 20 
years ago kicked 
over the 
traces, Moscow has got it.

This is the basic controversy 
between Russia and Czecho­ 
slovakia today, TTie new Czech 
government 
wants to desert 
orthodox communism for dem­ 
ocratic socialism, arrived at 
by elections rather than by 
party decree. 
This is what Yugoslavia has 
come around to. 
It Is also 
pretty close to what West Ger­ 
many enjoys—a socialism voted 
by the people.

States could follow is that of 
Gov. Ronald Reagan in Cali­ 
fornia, who signed a proclam­ 
ation commemorating the an­ 
niversary of the "independent 
state of Croatia.”

Croatian exiles 
want to keep alive despite the 
fact that 
Hitler's Croatian 
stooge massacred 700,000 non-

The slaughter was denounced 
by the Pope and all responsible 
Western Catholics.

Paul Findlay, R- 
ni., and Sen. John Tower, R» 
Tex., who want to hamper trade, 
credits, Food for Peace ship­ 
ments to the Eastern European 
nations which now seek semi, 
independence from Moscow.

On this date: 
In 1829, William A. Burt of 
Mount Vernon, Mich., received 
a patent for a writing machine 
which may have been the world's 
first typewriter. 
In 1870, a colony of Swedish 
immigrants settled in New Swe­ 
den, Maine. 
In 1886, New York saloon own­ 
er Steve Brodie gained wide 
publicity by claiming he had 
jumped off the Brooklyn bridge. 
In 1892, Henry Clay Frick of 
the Carnegie Steel Co. was shot 
and stabbed by an anarchist in 
his Pittsburgh office. Frick re­ 


covered from the wounds. 
In 1914, Austria presented a 
series of harsh demands to Ser­ 
bia after the assassination of 
the Archduke Francis Ferdi­ 
nand at Sarajevo.

More people read the Dally News L etters to the Editor Column 
than any other feature in this newspaper. 
A comprehensive 
survey taken about six months ago revealed that readership 
of letters surpassed Ann Landers* readership by 28 per cent—and 
Ann's is the best read advice column In print. 


In today’s “ Letters** one reader criticizes us for printing a 
letter last week in which the name was withheld and the signa­ 
ture, “ Another Republican*’ was used. 


We get one or two letters every week without the signature of 
the w riter. 
Our policy has been, and is yet, to toss them in the 
waste basket. 
They are in the sam e class as an anonymous 
phone call. 
Until the person identifies him self, you are wasting 
your tim e talking to him. 


“ Another Republican's’* letter was signed by the w riter. We 
know who wrote it, and his confidence will be respected. This 
does not mean that we will necessarily print all letters with a 
pseudonym when asked to do so. 
L etters are more effective if 
they carry tine name of the w riter. Often he can then be recog­ 
nized by many readers as a person who has a unique background 
in the subject to which he is addressing him self. That adds power 
to his m essage. 


In the letter of “ Another Republican,** the w riter revealed 
that he had at one time, long ago, been a member of the Com­ 
munist P arty. 
It's pretty hard for probably over 90 per cent of 
us average Americans to understand how anyone could have ever 
swallowed the vicious communist teachings. 
But we are forced 
to admit that there are undoubtedly thousands of form er mem bers 
of the Communist party who have long ago made amends and 
have established themselves solidly as dedicated Americans. 
Just as there are many form er m em bers of the Ku Klux Klan 
who have become reasonable m em bers of the great body of A m er­ 
icans who now work for an equal break tor the minority groups. 


It is easy enough for one w riter to criticize another because of 
a lack of courage. But, like discussing someone else’s health or 
personal problem s, we just don’t know all of the circum stances 
about the other guy. 


A m ajority of newspapers will run letters with a nom de 
plume. . . . if the newspaper knows toe identity of toe w riter. 
There are two reasons. F irst) There are many circumstances 
in which toe w riter of a letter fears his job may be in jeopardy 
if he reveals certain facts above his signature in toe local press. 
Second) 
The letter will usually be run if it makes a genuine 
contribution. 
What the w riter says is of utmost importance. 


We have many regular contributors to our Letters Column. 
Some get on a subject and ride it into toe ground and that is 
one of the reasons why we do not publish every letter we get. 
If a person has had his say on a subject a couple of tim es, it’s 
enough, unless he can come up with some new ideas. 


Many letters require a lot of work before they can be used. 
F irst, toe w riter’s signature, written in his own hand, not printed 
or typed, must be signed. If it’s like many of us write, it should 
be printed as well. 
His address and phone number should be 
included so we can check toe letter’s authenticity. 


Many letters contain gross e rro rs of fact and of course we can 
not check out every fact. If a letter is simply aimed at denouncing 
an individual, reciting hearsay, using vulgar and distasteful 
term s, we are going to modify it or discard it.

I am writing this letter in 
hopes that you and readers of 
this newspaper might assist me 
in tracing the history of com ­ 
munities of Cherokee Indians 
in California. 
I am an anthropologist and for 
several years have done r e ­ 
search among Cherokee Indians 
in Oklahoma. 
From Indians 
living here, I have heard tales 
of Cherokee Indians who em i­ 
grated to California as early as 
1849. 
On arrival, I am told, 
whole fam ilies 
and groups of 
Cherokees settled and lived to­ 
gether for many years. 
P e r­ 
haps these communities still 
exist. 
I have heard that C her­ 
okees settled together som e­ 
where In Trinity County, also 
on the coast of Oregon near the 
California border, and I have 
been told that as late as the 
1940*s a large Cherokee fam ­ 
ily reunion took place each 
summer somewhere near O ro- 
ville, exactly where I do not 
know. 
There are records that show 
that from 1849 on through toe 
1850*s, many Cherokees did join 
companies of prospectors head­ 
ed for the California gold fields. 
I have never been able to find 
information 
on 
where these 
Cherokees settled, or on what 
happened to them. 
To complete a PhD disserta­ 
tion, I would very much like to 
correspond with anyone who 
knows of a place in California 
where sizable numbers of C her­ 
okee Indians used to live long 
ago, or still live today. 
I 
would particularly like to hear 
from anyone who is a descen­ 
dant of people who emigrated 
from the Cherokee Nation BE­ 
FORE 1907. 
I would consider it a great 
favor If you would publish this 
letter and if readers would 
write to me.

growers, in the Los Molinos 
High School auditorium tonight. 
Every prune grower In this 
district is urged to attend this 
meeting which will be of utmost 
importance to the prune indus­ 
try. 
The Red Cross Water Safety 
campaign got off to a flying 
start on the opening day yes­ 
terday, according to John Jeff­ 
ry, instructor in charge. The 
following number appeared for 
the first course of lessons, and 
additional members are expect­ 
ed throughout the week:

The 
Tehama County

Red Army has 22 divisions 
in E ast Germany, the biggest 
concentration of troops any­ 
place in the far-flung socialist 
orbit.

pacify Walter Ulbricht, the com­ 
m unist boss of E ast Germany 
and No. 1 Stalinist of the com­ 
munist world. 
Were it not 
for Ulbricht*s die-hard hatred 
of the West there would be no 
great problem between Moscow 
and Czechoslovakia. 
— “ RUSSKIS GO HOME»»— 
However, public opinion in 
Czechoslovakia 
is 
running 
strong and there are signs paint­ 
ed on the walls of Prague in 
English, reading "R usskis go 
hom e." 
To understand the delicate, 
potentially dangerous situation 
in Eastern Europe you have to 
know the countries involved. 
This writer has visited these 
countries, dating back to 1919 
when, immediately after World 
W ar I, I spent two years in 
Yugoslavia doing relief work 
for the American Friends Ser­ 
vice Committee. 
In recent years I have revisit­ 
ed Romania, Czechoslovakia, 
Hungary, Bulgaria, and taken 
many trips to Yugoslavia. They 
are countries with deep-rooted 
culture and a nationalist history 
dating back over a thousand 
years, proud of tiu t culture and 
history. 
They are individual­ 
ists. 
But they are so small 
that they cannot exist alone. 
They need the cooperation and 
protection of their big neighbor 
in Moscow 
just as Central 
America needs the cooperation 
and protection of its big neigh­ 
bor in Washington. 
Actually the Red Army has 
been ¿ great economic boon to 
these East European countries, 
for it gives them protection 
without draining their budgets. 
Their situation is similar to 
that in the United States if we 
could transfer the $70 billion 
we spend for defense and use 
it on education, slum clearance, 
and our big cities instead. 
This is what has happened in 
Eastern Europe. 
In return for the protection 
of the Red Army, however, 
Moscow has demanded unswerv­ 
ing loyalty to the communist 
system. 
And with the excep­ 


tion of the Yugoslavs, who 20 
years ago kicked 
over the 
traces, Moscow has got it. 


— COMMUNISM VS. DEMOC­ 
RACY— 
This is the basic controversy 
between Russia and Czecho­ 
slovakia today. Tbe new Czech 
government 
wants to desert 
orthodox communism for dem­ 
ocratic socialism, arrived at 
by elections rather than by 
party decree. 
This is what Yugoslavia has 
come around to. 
It is also 
pretty close to what West Ger­ 
many enjoys—a socialism voted 
by the people. 
Actually West 
Germany is a long way from 
having a capitalist system. So 
is France, especially under the 
new De Gaulle promise of work­ 
er participation in factory oper­ 
ation and factory profits. 
In brief, what the Czechs 
want is the protection of the 
Red Army without tlie domina­ 
tion of the Red Army; a soc­ 
ialist system voted by them­ 
selves, not imposed upon them. 
If left alone, the Czechs and the 
Russians will probably work 
out their problems. 
This is 
the basic Johnson policy, to keep 
hands off.

Fear Crippling Of 
Desegregation By 
House Passed Bill 


WASHINGTON (AP) —Civil 
rights leaders say a little-no­ 
ticed provision passed by tí» 
House would cripple the federal 
government’s Southern school 
desegregation program. 
The provision, sponsored by 
Rep. Jamie L. Whitten, D-M .ss., 
prohibits use of federal funds to 
compel busing of students, to 
force abolishment of any school 
or to force students to attend 
any school against the choice of 
their parents. 
It says the Department of 
Health, Education and Welfare 
cannot use its funds for such ac­ 
tions -or to force any such ao- 
tions as a prerequisite for re­ 
ceipt of federal aid by school 
districts. 
As part of the Labor-HEW ap­ 
propriations bill, the provision 
would be effective during the 
current fiscal year.

“Social­ 
ist” in the party’s language 
means “Communist.” 
A situation has arisen that is 
completely unacceptable for a 
Socialist country,” the Kremlin 
told Prague.

G/s In Vietnam Favor Stronger 
Gun Control Measures In U.S.

SAIGON 'AP)— An informal 
survey among American com­ 
bat troops whose lives depend 
on their weapons shows a strong 
sentiment for 
moderate to 
strong gun control laws in the 
United States. 
But at the same time, most of 
the GIs interviewed on Saigon's 
outer defense perimeter said 
they thought short of confisca­ 
tion controls would do little to 
cut down on gun deaths. 
Spec. 5 Jerry Ballard of Kan­ 
sas City, Mo., said, "I'm a 


member of the National Rifle 
Assiciation NR A and Pm against 
confiscation. 
But I think man­ 
datory registration of weapons 
is okay. 
A gun is no differ­ 
ent from a car as far as that 
goes. And stopping mall order 
sales is a good idea." 
Lt. Alfred Pick of Dallas, 
Tex., said proposed gun laws 
seemed "ridiculouis. Crooks 
and assassins can always get a 
gun whether it is registered or 
not." 
Pick said he was not 
opposed to reasonalbe gun laws. 
Spec. 4 Paul Young of Bur­ 


bank, Calif., said as a devoted 
hunter, he would not mind gun 
registration laws but added: 
"No matter what gun laws they 
pass, if someone really wants a 
gun he'll find a way to get it. 
And don't forget, it's the people 
who do the killing, not the gun. 
Weapons are not bad by them­ 
selves." 
"A lot of guys worry about 
registration because they think 
it may eventually violate their 
right to bear arms," said Spec. 
4 John Krurmus of Des Plaines, 
m.
